phone manager now at the Fox ilein-

who 


were with his in the car were killed 
outright/ was resting more comfort- 
ably yesterday and it is believed that 
he will recover and be able to return 
home in a comparative!/ short time. 


Judge A. I*. Kellogg, who returned 


from a trip north yesterday and who 
was th-5 first to arrive at the scene 
of the accident, probably five -.linutes 
after it happened, expressed surprise

caped alive. The bridge is a danger- 
ous one. with the guard fence little 
better than a. cob fence, and no sane 
motorist would approach the curve 
leading to it except at reduced speed.
